F. Albert, who at President Ebert's 
request has been endeavoring to form 
a ministry, abandoned the effforts to- 
day because of his inability to find 
sufficient Reichstag support for a 
cabinet under his chancellorship. 


President Ebert 
thereupon began 


negotiating with leaders of the Bour- 
geois parties for the formation of a 
five party bloc unmclusive of the so- 
cialists. 


Up to this none of the parties had 


proposed a cnadidate for the chancel- 
lorship. 


An alternative suggestion which ap- 


parently was relegated to the rear for 
the time being at least in favor of the 
five-party attempt, wag an effort to 
form a bourgeois cabinet composed of 
representatives of the German nat- 
ionalists, centrists' and German peo- 
ples' parties 
Such a obmet would 
have to reckon with the opposition of 
the Socialists and the communists and 
at most with the neutrality of the 
Democrats while the center party- 
made its collaboration subject to twp 
conditions, first that the government 
must be along constitutional lines and 
second that the treaty of Versailles 
must he regarded as binding. 
Lack ot agreement among the par- 


ties on these conditions seemed to 
be the sticking point. 


A candidate for the post of chan- 


cellor in such a bourgeois cabine was 
Dr. Jarreg, minister of the interior 
in the Streeemann cabinet.

known -in America? 


There are two answers. The first is 
that Baroja in his writing is entirely 
unaffected. He doesn't pivot his story 
on some passing fad or fancy, such as

The second answer is .that Baroja 


is not advertised. I have never seen 
an Interview with him. I donrt know 
what he thinks'of Main Street, the 
New Woman, Sex Equality or any of 
the other subjects that have caught 
the passing fancy 'of the multitudes. 
In short, Baroja has no known per- 
sonality—and personality is the great- 
eat commodity 
in American trade. 


Baroja's reputation needs Barnumiz- 
ing. That is, it needs that if he is de-

Nanjang, in the middle of Honan 


proimce, offers an outstanding ex- 
ample of this revival 
Once a thriv- 


ing town and the home of Chu-ko 
Liang, famous hero and strategist of 
the rime of the Three Kingdoms, has 
become a bandit stronghold Virtually 
all -wealthy Chinese have long- since 
left the place to escape extortion. But 
the bandits still have a grip on them. 


By threatening 
to 
exhume 
the 


bones of their parents or other ances- 
tors, the most sacred things conceiv- 
able to the mind of the Chinese, and 
to burn them or scatter them to the 
four -winds, the bandits are virtually 
certain of receiving ransom money 
from the wealthy people 
They are 
lust as certain of the money as if 
they had possession of the victim of 
extortion himself or of his living re- 
latives. 


Moreover, even in the event a cap- 


tive is ki led owing to delay on the 
part of friends or relatives in paying 
ransom money, the body still remains, 
to be ransomed to save it from dese- 
cration. 
It is said there are at least 60 


eangrs of bandits centering- nround

lations already in effect and that the 
po'icy of seizing rum ships outside 
the three mile limit would be con- 
tinued whenever 
adequate evidence 


was obtained that they were in con- 
tact with the shore in such a v.ny 
as to establish obstrictive presence in 
American waters No change in regu- 
lations, it wa= said, has been author- 
ized. 


The seizure T. as made at the re- 


quest of the Department of Justice, 
it was announced, on the basis of evi- 
dence it had gathered as to the al- 
leged activities of the Tomako. Al- 
though details of the evidence have 
not been made public here, it is un- 
derstood the information covered all 
recent movements of the Tomako and 
positively identified the vessel with 
the illegal landing of iiquor on the 
American coast.
